When the motorcycle on which he 
was a passenger crashed into an auto­ 
mobile driven by Harry Spencer on 
the Jamestown pike, two miles and a 
half from Xenia, Leon W. Fries, 20, 
years old, son of Mrs. Pearl Toms, of 
Mooreland Flats, 
received 
injuries 
which caused his death a short time 
later at the McClellan hospital. 
Clarence Lamme the same age, son 
of Frank Lamme of Bellbrook, owner 
and driver of the motorcycle, has a 
fractured right 
ankle, 
and 
severe 
bruises. 
He was able to he taken 
home after his broken leg was set by 
Hrs. A. C. and H. C. Messenger. 
The motorcycle crashed into tin* five 
passenger Maxwell touring' car a s it 
was making the turn into the Kendal! 
£ r o a d , and so great was the speed of 
the motorcycle that the crash carried 
the automobie across the road, and 
over the edge of a small culvert. The 
Fries lad who was riding on the rear 
seat of the motorcycle was tossed over 
the car, and caught between the bump­ 
ers of the machine and a fence post. 
The cai had to be turned over before 
the lad could be released. 
Ile was 
crushed through the chest and receiv 
ed a fracture at the base of the skull 
He died as he was being carried into 
th/3 hospital. 
^ Frank W. Walker of the 
Walkei 
Coal Company, who was a passenger 
in the Spencer 
car, 
was 
tossed 
through the windshield, and both leg* 
were cut below the knees. Mr. Spen­ 
cer was unhurt. 
The car was badly 
damaged. 
Sidney Smith of the H agar Board 
and Paper Company, 
at Cedarville, 
was the first person who 
happened 
along after the accident occurred, and 
he assisted

Walker in turning over the car and 
releasing the terribly injured young 
man.

Mr. Spencer and Mr. Walker wen 
taking a little pleasure ride out the 
pike, and Mr. Walker remarked that it 
.was necessary for him to be back in 
'Xenia in order to meet an engagement 
at 7 o’clock. 
Mr. Spencer threw out 
his arm to warn traffic that he was 
about to turn and made a little detour 
to the right in order to negotiate the 
turn into the Kendall road, so that he 
might turn back to Xenia. 
As h* 
turned his car the motorcycle travel­ 
ling at a high rate of speed crashed 
into the machine. 
Young L a m m e said that he did not 
see Mr. Spencer extend his hand as a 
signal that he intended to turn and 
when the touring car lay off to th* 
right he concluded that it was pulling 
out so that he could pass and drove 
ahead.

The Fries lad had been employed 
iii Springfield three years, connected 
with the Robbins arui Myers Company 
as store keeper. About two months 
ago he came to Xenia and was work­ 
ing at the soft drink counter in tho 
Atlas hotel". 
He gave up his position 
there recently owing the tact that h» 
was suffering from boils on his arm. 
and was unable to work.

Twenty aerial 
mail men failed to show up at Belmont 
Park, L. I., today because of the re­ 
fusal of the postoffice department to 
reinstate two aviators who had been 
discharged. The mail plane which was 
due to leave at 5 a. rn., with the Chi­ 
cago mail did not leave the ground. 
The aviators sent a communication 
to Second Assistant Postmaster Gen­ 
eral P ra te r in Washington yesterday* 
telling him th at unless E. Hamilton 
Lee and Leon Smith were reinstated 
they would strike. 
They alleged that

MURDER MYSTERY 
DEEPENED BY THE 
FINDING OF POISON 


Cleveland, O., July 25.—Announce­ 
ment that an analysis of the contents 
if the organs of the body of Daniel 
Kaber had disclosed the presence of 
the deadly poison arsenic only served 
to deepen the mystery surrounding the 
-murder of the Lakewood publisher, 
'File quantity of the poison discover­ 
ed has not yet been definitely 
ascer­ 
tained. Dr. J. G. Spencer, professor 
of chemistry at Western Reserve uni­ 
versity, will complete this work to­ 
day and will also analyze the embalm­ 
ing solutions used in Kaber’s body 
to ascertain whether or not the arsenic 
discovered might have come from that 
source. 
Coroner Byrne indicated today that 
much depended upon the final results 
of the poison test. 
It may result in 
the reopening of the inquest.

Prosecutor Doerfler at the first

quest directed a number of questions 
along the line of possible poisoning 
and laid the ground work for further 
inquiries along this line.
